To this af-
fair ls added the attempt to fire the
negro section on the northwest side of
Springfleld. Prompt action of the firs
department, co-operating with a bat-
tallon of the First Infantry, stopped
the impeding conflagration.

A platoon of infantry was dispatch-
ed to Harvard Park, a new suburb just
outside the city limits to the south-
east, shortly before midnight. Beveral
shots had been fired, but so far as
could be learned, nobody was Injured.
The troops soon returned to headquar-
ters at the county jall. The suburb is
adjacent to the main shafy of the Cen-
tral coal mine, where many negroes
are empioyed.

Put in a Busy Night,

Throughout the night headquarters
of the two brigades had frequently
calls from frightened citizens who re-
quested protectlon from susplcious
characters.

With the death yesterday of Willlam
Donnegnn, the aged negro, who was
Iynched Saturday night and Frank
Dilmore, a white man, who was shot
while watching the rioting, the list of
known dead was increased to five
Elght more are not expected to re-
cover and the unknown ll=t ls still Ag-
ured at 15

Springfield is steeped In the deepest
sorrow. The capital of Illinois well
and truly reallzes the sadness of her
=tate, but she has determined to take
the most vigorous steps to reassert
justice and order.

State's Attorney Hatch, who at the
instance of and with the co-operation
of Governor Deneen, stands in the van
of this movement is backed by three-
fourths of the citizens of Springfield,
and will be supported by the otheér
fourth when they realize what he will
attempt to do. The exceptions are the
200 prisoners now In jall for rioting.

Chicago. Aug. 17—A law and order

“The bad and lawless alement of
the negro race always has and will
continue to affect the better element
vastly mnre than the lawless element
of the white will affect that race,” the
preachar sald. “Our peonle are
judged by the worst element of our
race and unless we rise and condemn
and fight againet thi=s lawless element
we will be rightly jJudged

“In the trouble at Springfleld wo are
apt, perhapg, to condemn the whites,
But we must accept our share of re-
sponsibility. We should form an or-
ganization, a law and order league, or
a gond cltizens’ league, to rid our
community of negrn lawbreakers. We
do not want the impression spread
broadcast that our people harbor the
ceriminals of our race, and we must act
in our own defense and In defense or
the future good name of our people.”

He Had a White Wife,

Springfield, Aug. 17.—Among the
refugees In the arsenal Is Mrs. Wil-
llam Donnegan. white widow of the
aged negro who was strung up Satur-
day and whose death followed yester-
day. =

“I left my sone to take care of the
house,” she sald, *“for 1 was afrald
to stay there any longer."

It is because of her marriage to
Donnegan that the mob feeling against
her husband is belleved to have been
aroused.

BOILER BLOWS UP

Pleasure Steamer on Carp Lake,
Mich., Wrecked by Explosion.

Many of the Passengers Hurled
Into the Water.

ONE PERSON KILLED.

Two Fatally Injured and Sev-
eral Badly Hurt.

Some Were Scalded and a Dozen
Are Missing.

Traverse City, Mich., Aug. 17.—One
person ls known to be dead, a dozen
or more are missing and supposed to
be drowned, two are fatally injured
and a number are serlously hurt, as
the result of the blowing up of the
steamer Leelanau on Carp lake today.

The steamer which plies between
the resorts on Carp lake was on the
way from Leeland to Fouche, on its
early morning trip. Between 30 and
40 passengers were on board. At 7:30
the boller of the steamer blew up,
hurling many into the lake, and scald-

Ing others. The upper works were
eéntirely blown to pleces.

Carp lake lles in the northern Michi-
gan resort district, belng located in the
peninsula between Lake Michigan and
Traverse bay. Among the passengers
of the Lelanau were a number of re-
sorters from other states, but the list
of casualties contains only the names
of Michigan people.

Having only aboard pleasure seekers
bound for Traverse City to attend a
wild west circus, the little steamer was
ploughing down the narrow lake with a
steam pressure of 80 pounds trying to
make up the time that had been lost
In the carly stages of the trip. As she
was passing the Bing. the _engineer
discovered a loose bholt In the engine
and ghut off the steam:to remedy the

defect. It was while he was working
on the loose holt that the explosion
occurred. The holler gave away with

a crash, tearing off the top of the en-
gine and demollshing the pllot house
and the upper works of the steamer,
but leaving Engineer Eidward Hardy
unscathed by the havoe that swept be-
fore him.

The force of the explosion had all
bean directed forward. Mrs. Labonte
sitting near the pllot house conversing
with her brother, Charles Maser, cap-
tain of the boat, was blown far out
into the water terribly mangled and
John Hartung, who was at the wheel,
was probably fatally Injured. All those
injured were sitting in the forward
part of the boat. Many weres thrown
into the water and clung to the wreck-
age until rescued by farmers living
along the shore, although some were
able to awim to shore. The Injured
were brought to Traverse City. The
steamer was tied to a wharf for re-
pairs. She is 54 feet long with 12 feet
veam and was rebullt last season.

HE SHOOTS AN EDITOR.

Captain ¥Halns, U. §. A, Mortally
Wownds Willlam E. Annis,

New York, Aug. 17.—Captain Peter
Conover Halns, son of Brigadier Gen-
eral Peter Cooper Hains, and one of
the most widely known young officers
In the United States army, shot and
mortally wounded Willlam E. Annis,
editor and owner of Burr Mclntosh's
Monthly, at the pier of the Baysidz2
yacht club at Bayalde, L. I.

Annis dled a few hours later in the
Flushing hosital—the victim of a hus-
band's revenge. For years he had
been numbered among Captain Hains'
most intimate friends. But, It is
charged, he took advantage of the of-
ficer’s absence In the Philiprines on
duty to win away the young and beau-
tiful Mrs. Hains,

8he confessed to her husband when
he made a hurried trip home. First, 1
divorce sult, instituted In June, with
Annis 88 the co-respondent, and then
the shooting were the results of the
confession.

Annis’ wife, accompanied by her two
children, witnessed the shooting from
the club house plazza. Just a moment
before the first shot was fired. she
caught sight of Captain Halins' uni-
form. Scenting danger, she called to
her husband and tried to warn him,
but he did not hear her. She col-
lapsed In a state of hysteria as she saw
Annis fall.

Wall Street Is Disturbed by the
New Campaign

Inaugurated by the Boston
Broker and Financier.

HE FINDS IMITATORS.

Tips Sent Out to Peaple of
Small Means,

Mueh Fear Felt That They Will
Lose Their Money.

New York, Aug. 17.—Nothing in years
has excited such deep if suppressed
condemnation In financial and mercan-
tlle circles in this city as the present
stock-jobbing operation which Thomas
W. Lawson of Boston is endeavoring to
carry on. It Is too early as yet to judge
how great harm will come to the pub-
lic from Lawson's irresponsible appeal
for money, but the evil effects of his
advertising methods are already dis-
tinetly wvisible.

For the Bostonian has had a host of
imitators, and as a result New York
Is afflicted with a pest of “tipsters”
who are making the wildeat efforts to
stir up a genera} gambling fever. 'The
newspapera and financial journals are
widely criticised for lending their col-
umns to these wild-cat advertisements,
and there | considerable talk of asking
the Stock Exchange to see If some
migggn of prevention cannot be de-
=%

Promises of profits in stock specula-

tion as dazzling and impossible as the
dreams of the average mining pro-
moter are being spread broadeast, not
only by advertising, but by methods
which Wall street in its most booming
days never heard of. Tipsters
emulating the Lawson claims of un-
told profits have now taken 1to the
telephone. During the last week an
army of them have been calling up
clerks and small salaried men who
have no financlal knowledge and tell-
ing they to buy this or that stock for
a rise.
To the same class of people postal
carids, each carefully written In pen-
¢il, have been sent bearing similar
appeals. This work has been sup-
plemented by rumors started by talk
with salesmen and women Iin the
wholesale and retall commercial dis-
tricts,

As a result more than one business
man has expressed his fear that a per-
iod of rampant speculation may be
started which would put an effectual
crimp In the revival of prosperity.
Financial men admit this possibility,
and say, too, that the Lawson wild-
catting I= obseuring the legitimate
functions of the stock exchange and
threatening to bring that institution
into public digrepute.

KILLED IN FRENZY,

Frightful Murder at Topeka
State Asylum. '

Sick Patient Is Dragged From
His Bed

HAULED ABOUT ROOM

Then Strangled to Death With
Improvised Rope,

Vietim J. T. Bartley, s Helpless
Paralytie,

Coroner’s Jury Exonerates the
Authorities at Inquest,

J. T. Bartley, a patient at the state
hospital, was murdered about b o'clock
Baturday evening, by Edward Waltje,
another patient in the same ward. Al
though the coroner's jury has exoner-
ated the management of the {nstitu-
tion, there seems to have been some
negligence on the tend-
ant of the ward. P e

Bartley, an old man who was partlal-
ly paralysed, and unable to leave his
bed, was lying on his cot in the ward
with a mosquito bar over his face to
keéep off the flies. Weltje, n patient
who has given much trouble, was
taken out, according to the testimony
of the attendants, for the evening ex-
ercise In the grounds. He was per-
mitted to return to the ward alone and
it was then, with no lnter!mnce,' that
he killed Bartley. Taking the mos-
quito bar from the face of the sick
man, Waltje twisted it Into a rope,
which he placed around Bartley's neck.
and dragged him from his bed. Thea
he dragged the helplese man all over
the ward, and finally into the toilet
room, where he twisted the rope until
Bartley was dead. Some time later,
the attendant returned with his
charges, and found the old man dead.
Waltje made no excuse for his act. He
Is violently Insane, and has run away
several times while out for exercime.
Another story, which differs from the
attendant’s tale, Is in circulation. It
is claimed that. because of Waltfe's
habit of running away, he was left
ajone with the sick man when the pa-
tlents were taken out for exercise,

J. T. Bartley, the man Who was
killed, was sent to the asylum from
Leavanworth county about a year ago.
Edward Waltje, the murderer, Was re-
ceived from Whashington county Inst
January.

An Inquest was called this mornin
&t the state hospital, and after :
the evidence, the jurv found the follow.
ing verdict:

“We find that J. T. Bartley came to

his death ) strangle” with,

Waltfe, an inmate of o

i insane and unaccountabls for
acts,

“We further find that the death of
the sald Bartley was an unavoidable
acident, and we exonerate the man-
agement of the state hospltal from any
blame.”

Dr. Blldle's Statement,

Dr. T. C. Blddie, superintendent of
the state hospital for the insane, made
a statement to the State Journa] to-
day, In which he said:

“The fact=s in this case, so far as |
can learn from a strict Investigation,
and hearing the evidence given by the
employes at the ingquest this morping.
are as follows: Both the man who was
killed and the man who Kkilled him.
have heen confined to their beds In
that ward. Bartley wax really 111, and
suffering from paralysis. The other
man, who spent most of his tihme In
bed and refused to talk, we consider n
chronle hypochondriac. The fact that
he killed his fellow patient shows that
hin physical health was good. although
he has refused to leave his bed except
at brief intervals, for a long time.

“When one of the attendants of that
ward took the other patients out for
exercige Saturday evening, an attend-
ant named Bartsell was feft In ©
aof the two patients in the ward.
says he looked in at thelr rooms, and
finding them in bed as usunl, went to
the tollet, and was gone about ten min-
utes, While he was absent, he says, he
heard a slight noise, but nothing in-
dicatlve of any violence, br" upon re-
turning to his patients found one of
them dead by strangulation, The
ather man refuses to =ay anything.
and returned to his bed after killing
his fellow patient.

“Waltje has not been considered dan-
gerous, but rather In the light of an
invalid. He is morose and refuses to
speak a word. The story that he
given trouble by running away ls w
out foundation, sx he has been out but
a foew times.

“1 furnished all the evidence we
could find here to the coroner’'s jury
this morning.”
